Sermon by 
CHARLES T. RUSSELL, 
Pastor Brooklyn Tabernacle 


ALL-SEEING EYE OF 
ALMIGHTY GOD 
A Much-Needed Lesson in an Un- 
orthodox Setting—But What 
Is Orthodoxy? 
Brook!yn, 30.—Not 
withstanding 


NY., July 
the summer seasui 
Brooklyn Tubernacsle was crowde 
to-day. Pastor Russell took for hi 
text the words cf the Prophet David 
“Whither shell I flee from Thy pree 
ence? If I ascend up into the heaven 
Thou art there; if I make my bed {1 
hell, behold, Thou art there” (Psale 
exxxix, 7, 8). He said: 

We are living in a day when money 
pleasure and pain seem to be th 
assets of the massa. The Evolutio: 
theory and the Higher Criticism o 
the Bible have fostered unbelief t 
such an extent that everything in 
tangible is doubted. Reginning witl 
the college professor and the majot 
ity of the educated ministers thi 
skepticism has embraced the wealthy 
who are satinted with the blessinz 
of prosperity. To these heaven an 
heavenly things seem vagaries aw 
compared with present enjoyment 
and hopes. Not for a long time hav 
these believed in and feared eterna 
torment. And their present attitud 


is one of doubt respecting everythin: | 


connected with the Bible. They wel 
know that outside the Bible there i 
nothing but guess work, and the: 
Prefer their own guesses to those o 
ether people. Very many of then 
speak candidly and tell that the: 
fre agnostics that they are uncertai: 
and would like to be informed re 
specting the future. 

A very similar condition growing!: 
prevails amongst the poorer classe 
and th> uneducated, who say, W 


believed the scholara when they tele ; 


us the Bible was inspired. Wh; 
should we not believe them now whet 
they declare that it is a fraud? «A 
the wealthy doubt that God wil 
specially favor them, so the poo 
doubt whether God will specially dis 
favor them. Both classes are reach 
ing the conclusion that fortune > 
disaster rests, not with the Lord, bu 
with themselves, 

The effect of all this losa of faitl 
in an Almighty God is seen on ever 
hand and js felt by many. One o 
the consequences is that the religion 
élement of man’s nature is becomin; 
numb and the masses, rich and poor 
are seeking a substitute in pleasure 
as the Apostle’s words foretold, the: 
are “lovers of pleasure more that 
lovers of God.” Additionally, man; 
of the wealthy carry on a kind o 
brigandage along commercial lines 
Desirous of imitating them. but un 
able so to do, others are filling th 
world with violence to an extent tha 
is alarming to everybody. Were i 
not for our elaborate and costly polic 
protection life and property would bi 
far less secure in civilized lands that 
amongst the heathen. With all th 
protection afforded by telephone 
telegraph, police, ete., ete., our ruler: 
and officials tell us that they ars 
often bewildered in their uttempts te 
preserve law and order, 

Many learned men believ> tha 
there is no other God than Nature 
and many of the unlearned are fol 
lowing their lead. They reason tha 
Nature served them as both fathe 
and mother, that Nature is pitiless 
Gnsympathetic, cruel Indeed, thi: 
is one of their snecial argument: 
against a personal God. for they say 
that such a God would not permi 
the sufferings we witness on ever: 
hand and the still more terrible suf 
ferings which the creeds of Christen 
dom have taught them are in stor 
for all except the saintly few 

Tt is time that we return to th 
Bible proposition and see the truth o 
the statement, “The fool hath said ir 
his heart, There is no God.” Surels 
there is something wrong with the 
brain which, after noting the wonder: 
of nature, seen in the surrounding 
worlds and systems and attested ir 
all matters earthly, sees not an in 
telligent Creator! The wondertu 
adaptability of our own bodies tell; 
of a wise Creator. 

If we compare the human eye 
adapted to its purposes and condi 
tions, with the eye of a fish, adapted 
to its different conditions, and with 
the eye of a beetle, adapted to sti! 
different conditions, we see the mos! 
indubitable proofs of rofoundest 
wisdom and superhuman skill. Wher 
we think of man's wonderful power: 
and of his great achievements in the 
world and then consider his inabil 
ity to make a single living thing 
from a microbe to an elephant, from 
& tiny seed to a tree, surely we should 


concede that the One who ordered 
mature in the production of thes 
wonderful variations, and created 


man himself, must be an A'mighty 
intelligent God. Surely “Day unt: 
day uttereth speech and night unt 
night showeth knowledge” along the-« 
lines, to those who have the eye: 
of understanding to see. It is time 
that these great truths were being 
emphasized and that the boastfu 
gentlemen who ignore them 
have their true measure taken, re 
gardless of how many titles may fol 
low their names, The moderatels 
educated as well as the illiterate need 
tuch a testimony to come from every 
pulpit. And if it does not soon com: 
our civilization will be wrecked 

“Thou, God, seest me”; “The eye 
ef the Lord is in every place.” These 
Scriptures give us the proper con 
ception of the Almighty. As witt 
the telescope, the microscope, th- 
telephone, ete., man can enlarge his 
range of vision and hearing, so ts 
powers still more wonderful the a/ 
mighty is cognizant of all the affuir- 
of the Universe. We grant that our 
feeble minds are unable to compre 
hend so great, so universal an Intel- 
ligence. 

We cannot know in what manner 
the angels, the spirit servants of God, 
sc, as His eyes, im every place, te 


take covnizance of our affuira. We 
cannot know in what manner the 
fe ectric or lightning flash serves as n 
Divine messenger. Lut we can be. | 


lieve that 4 Soul so Infiritely high 
rhove us possesses powers of informa. 
tion as fur beyond our eo mnrehen 
sion as the telephone and wireless 
telegraphy and electric light were 


beyond the comprehension which our | 


forefathers had of these thirgs in 


their day. It is easier to believe that | 
80 vreat a Being as the One whoa 
formed man should have al! wisdom 
and all power than to believe Him 
deficient of these. The Scriptural 
argument is a good one: “He that 
formed the eye, shall He not suet 


He that formed the ear, shull He not 
hear?” 

The creeds handed down to us from 
the durk past declare that God is 
éverywhere resent — cmnipresent 


should | 


ish and unseriptural. Taking advan. 
tage of this error of “orthodoxy,” the 
Adversary has turned 
from a belief in a persona! God. He 
who is everywhere is nowhore, The 
result is the absurd view which has 
taken hold on some otherwise intel. 
ligent peop'e, to the effect that good 
and God are synonomous. Hence a 
log of weod that is good for some 
thing, that can b: mad» jnto_some. 
thing useful, is said to have good in 
it, and, hence, to have Mod in it-- 
ditto. a piece of iron. a bed, a chair, 
a table. The folly grows into saying 
that God is everywhere snd is in 
evervthing. Thus {sith in a “god of 
| nature and hanpen-so” takes the 
place of faith in t.e God of th» 
Rible, whose residence is in heaven, 
but whose intelligence and power ex- 
tend throughout the Universe, in 
thousands of ways of which we are 
only learning—throuzh _ electricity, 
radio activity, ete., besides angelic 
messengers that can come and go like 
| the wind

posed to teach Divine omnipresence,

niscience and Almighty power. Th- 
Tord’s presence, as represented in

Were this thought thor- 
oughly imnressed unon every human 
mind, what a vast difference it would 
make in human ecorduct from that 
now seen—in Wall Street, .in banks, 
in palaces, in hovels, in saloons, in 
gambling houses—everywhere.

Love. 

But really the undermining of faith 
in the God of the Bible has heen ae- 
complished large'y bv the misrepre- 
sentation of the Bible’s teaching 
Our text, for instance, is supposed 
to teach that God is in heaven with 
the saintly, rejoicing with them and 
enjoying their pleasure and that He 
also is in hell with the unsaintly, 
looking upon their sufferings and 
tortures and planning with devils for 
their everlasting continuance. Think. 
ing minds are rejecting such non- 
sense, but, alas, they are rejecting 
the Bible, too, hence have no founda- 
tion for a better, truer faith. 

Every educated minister 
_ that T tell the Truth to the common 

people when I say that the word he'l 
in our text has not the slightest re- 
ference to a place of torture, or even 
of consciousness. Indeed this is tre 
of every occurrence of the word hell, 
from Genesis to Malachi. In every 
instance the translation is from the 
same Hebrew word, sheol, which 
signifies the grave, the tomb, and is 
thus most frequently translated. 

I urge upon all ministers of educa- 
tion to join with me in explaining 
to the public the true meaning of the 
Hebrew word sheol and the Greek 
word hades.

The word orthodox signifies “cor- 
rect in doctrine.”

If so, it is or- 
thodox, in the highest sense of that 
term, and everything to the contrary, 
being opposed to the standards of 
God's Word, must be unorthodox. 
Everything depends upon our stand- 
ard. I stand for the Bible, its teach- 
ing, its doctrines, and therefore am 
orthodox. On the contrary, Higher 
Critics and Evolutionists and those 
who hold the creeds of the “Dark 
Ages,”’ contradictory to the Bible, ure 
proportionately unorthodox—hereti- 

| cal. 

What Christendom needs to-day is 
a return to the Bible, an investiga- 
tion of its teachings and, correspond- 
ingly. a rejection of all human creeds, 
which are admittedly more or less 
defective. Let us “stand fast in the 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made 

| us free.” Let us accept the Bible a¢ 
the only standard. Let us study it 
and understand it to the extent of 
eur ability Let us rejoice in every 
degree of harmony ve all attain in 
the correct understanding of it. Let 
us fel'owship as Christians all who 


‘acknowledge its Divine euthenticity | 


and who, in harmony with its presen- 
tation, are trusting in Jesus as their 
Redeemer; and who, in acceptance of 
His invitation, have forsaken all to 
| bo His footstep followers. 

These are the real Christians, with 
whatever sect or party they may 
have become identified, through the 
sunposition that they were doing the 
will of God. These alone are the 
saints; these alone are running in 
the race course; these alone have the 
»pnortunity of making their “calling 
and election sure.” The masse 
known as Christendom are unchris- 
tian in every sense of the word. They 
sre civilized heathen, in the sense 
that they do not recognize any more 


of glorious character ,perfect in His 
Wisdom, Justice, Love and Power 
They realize not His All-seeing Eye. 
\nd their general lives show their 
‘ack of this knowledge and this faith. 
| More than this (shall we say it?)

The Colonel Found an Oath That 
Would Pass Wolseley. 

Field Marshal Viscount Wolseley, 
K.P., G.C.B.0.M., G.C.M.G., has en- 
tered upon his 79th year, the gallant 
veteran having been born in Dublin. 

He entered the army, which had been 
| 
i 


his father’s profession, in 1852, and 


has seen service in nearly every quar- | 


ter of the globe, 

Gaining his first medal in the Bur- 
mese War of 1852-3, he, in the Crimea, 
acting as field-engineer before Sebasto- 
pol, was severely wounded. In the 
Indian Mutiny campaign, and after- 
wards in the China War, he did good 
service, and in 1870 commanded the 
Red River Expedition. 

For his “courage, energy, and per- 
Severance” in the conduct of the 
Ashanti War, in 1873, he received the 
thanks of Parliament and a grant of 
$125,000. A further grant of $150,000 
was accorded him for his services as 
commander of the expedition to Egypt 
in 1882; and for his management of 
the Gordon Relief Expedition in 1884 
he was again thanked by Parliament. 
| Lord wolseley has held many im- 
portant home appointments, and from 
1895 to 1900 was commander-in-chiet 
of the army. Created @ baron in 1882, 
he was advanced to the rank of vis- 
count in 1885, with special remainder 
to his only child, the Hon. Frances 
Garnet Wolseley.

In 1832, when the French were con 


| ducting a campaign of conquest in Al 


geria, the mortality among the trvops 
end colonists there was frightful 
France was being continually called 
upon for fresh levies of men and 
youths to supply this terrible loss, 
chiefly from fever incidental to the 
climate. 

At that time the practice of bleeding 
still prevailed. “Bleed them till they 
are white’ was the Injunction which 
Broussais, the bead physician of the 
French, gave to bis followers when 
the condition of the soldiers was re 
ported to bim, 

At Bone in one year out of an effec- 
tive force of 5,500 men, 1,100 died of 
illness in the bospital. Most of them 
bad been “bled to the white.” 

At this time the effects of sulphate 
of quinine were known, but few phy 
siclans ventured to employ ft. One, 
Maillot, had interested himself in the 
new remedy and, going to Bone In the 
medica! service of the government, he 
resolved to see if {t would not reduce 
the frightful mortality, which was one 
to every three and one-half men who 
entered the buspital. 

At tirst be employed the quinine 
merely as an adjunct to the bleeding 
He svon found that bleeding was kill 
ing the men and that quinine was sav 
ing them. Little by little ue left of 
bleeding, to the great scandal of the 
medical profession.

The novelist wanted a secretary 
He was attracted to Bryan by that 
young man’s boyish vivacious ways 
and engaged him. For some time Mr 
Bryan resided in England with Sir! 
Gilbert. From secretary he rose to be 


his literary collaborator. Mr. Bryan 
and Sir Gilbert combined in produc- 
ing in 1903, “Old Quebec, a History 
of New France.’ The actual writing 


of this work, which is generally cre- 
dited to Sir Gilbert Parker, was done 
entirely by Mr. Bryan. While in 
London, Mr. Bryan wrote numerous 
short stories and articles for maga- 
zines—contributing occasionally to the 
Canadian Magazine. 

He has for some time now lived in 
New York and Indianapolis as caief 
executive officer for a large insurance 
corporation, 

His bride, he met during his en- 
gagement with Sir Gilbert Parker. 
The tastes of the young couple are 
largely identical. Miss Furness is a 
literary woman of no little note, the 
author of several bright romances. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan will reside for the 
future in London, in the magnificent 
home presented to them by Lord Fur- 
ness, next door to Lord Charles Beres- 
ford. It is understood that Mr. Claude 
Bryan will be the next Canadian to 
contest a seat for the British House 
of Commons.

The London journal, Modern So 
ciety, once more favors its readers 
with a long distance information 
about Canada’s Premier. Undoubt- 
edly one of the most interesting visi 
tors to our shores just now is r 
Wilfrid Laurier, who has been de. 
scribed as “The Simple Life Prime 
Minister.” Although he possesses a 
knighthood, he is at heart as demo- 
cratic as Lloyd-George  himse?f. 
“Titles and badges,” he said on one 
occasion, “do not make the man, and 
I myself would prefer to be called 
simple Wilfrd Waurier.” Indeed, 
considering his high public position, 
Canada's Premer is almost too 
modest, but his sterling character 
and wonderful powers of oratory have 
won him the affection of all classes. 
It is interesting to note that, al- 
though Sir Wilfrd is the virtual 
ruler of millions of English-speaking 
men and women, he himself was not 
able to speak a word of English until 
he was @ghteen. Up to that age he 
could only talk in French, and his 
first lessons in English were received 
from an old Scotch farmer, to whose 
house young Laurier used to go for 
family worship. Sir Wilfrid is very 
advanced in al! his ideas, and some 
time ago he publicly expressed him- 
self as beng in favor of woman's 
“Well,” said a lady mem- 
ber of the audience, “if you give ua 
the vote, you will find that we shall 
vote for you and the Liberal party.” 
“Oh, no doubt,” replied Sir Wilfrd 
with a kuaowing emile. “You are 
just like the men. You want some- 
thing first, and when you have got 
it, you will show your gratitude—uf 
you don’t forget it.” 


Better Homes For Working Men. 
Ottawa has a Model Homes Asso- 
ciation which proposes to help work- 
ing men to get cheap and suitable 
plans for the houses which they are 
to build in the Capital City. The 
underlying idea is that the working 
men will get better homes and the 
City of Ottawa will have more pleas- 
ing workingmen’s houses. It is pro- 
posed to select a certain number of 
lans from a large number which 
nave been submitted by architects 
trem al! over the Dominion and to 
supply copies of these model plans 
at a nominal price. The City Coun- 
cil has made a grant to the associa- 
tion and some private funds are avail- 
able. In addition, Controller Hastey 
has offered to give a site and a 
thousand dollars in cash to the asso- 
ciation for the erection of the first 
model home.
